The district attorney's tenderness toward 
the rich and influential men fn the big life in- 
surance companies has often been. remarked. 
His declaration that George W. Perkins was 
guilty of no wrongdoing. in the contribution 
of life insurance moneys to the republican 
campaign fund was made before the district 
attorney had taken any steps to have the 
matter passed on by the courts. 

The fact that out of all the disclosures aga 
result of the Armstrong committee investi- 
gation, there has been no prosecution what- 
ever by the district /attorney’s office, except 
one or two officials of an insignificant com- 
pany, frequently has been a matter of com- 
ment. 

And now that, on the eve of consideration 
of Superintendent of Insurance Keisey’s Case 
by the senate, the district attorney should 
make so much of the charges against clerks 
in the office of the international policy hold- 
ers’ committee, whose members have been 
fighting Kelsey, is considered by many who 
follow insurance matters, to have the look 
of playing the insurance companies’ game for 
them.

‘of 78,000 cubic feet and lifting power of 3,500 
pounds. On the flight this lifting capacity 
was divided among the equipment, pro- 
visions, and supplies, the aeronauts, and bal- 
last in pounds, ae follows:

Under Bolya’s direction, each man before 
fleeing seized his lunch basket. When they 
arrived at the “ overcast” every lamp but 
one was extinguished, and one by one t 
lamps were each burned out until when they 
reached by Rodon and Ream there was but 
a single light remaining, and that in danger 
of running low at any time. 

Bolya said that the lamps were burned 

because the darkness and noise of the water 
rushing in the headings as it was driven back 
and forth by the expansion of air cushions, 
caused by the flood, was so terrifying that 
the men feared they would go mad if left In 
darkness. MBolya said that of the dangers 
they faced the darkness was the most terri- 
ble. ’ 
When stock was taken of the available sup- 
ply of provisions it was found three baskets 
were but half emptied. This scanty etore of 
rations was husbanded until Monday morn- 
ing, since when the men had nothing to eat. 
During the whole time they were imprisoned 
they had gone without water, fearing to 
drink the water from the abafidoned work- 
ings. 

At the place where the man sought refuge 
there had been a supply of ties left for track 
laying purposes.

Weird Trip of Rescuers. 

The first attempt at rescue made early in 
the afternoon was led by Supt. Meighan and 
John Bolya, brother of Mike Bolya. The 
rescuers found the first tunnel leading 
to the heading, almost a mile away, choked 
with Mack, muddy water. Thie they entered, 
crouching a few inches between the surfaces 
of the water and the roof of the tunnel, just 
allowing sufficient space to breathe. {No 
lights were possible, and the men stumbled 
on, feeling their way.

Meighan 
had to turn back. Led by Bolysa, the other 
three men kept on struggling 200 yards’ 
farther on.’

“I don’t wish to say we are opposing the 
bill,” said Mr. Hollett. “We merely are 
calling attention to our rights as we under- 
stand them, and as we believe the courts will 
construe them.” 

“ The trouble with the south park district,’’ 
said Senator Cruikshank, “‘ is that it does not 
want to divide the extremely valuable First 
ward revenue with any other park district. 
That's the meat in the cocoanut.” | 

Mr. Hollett replied that there was little 
that he could say in the matter; that his in- 
structions from his board had been merely 
call the attention of the oommittee to the 
law. 


Sees No Doubt About Law. 


“There's no doubt about the law,” said 
Senator Humphrey. ‘The Supreme court 
has held that the south park district will be 
consolidated by the vote of the people of the 
South Town, Hyde Park, and the Town of 
Lake, and that it cannot be disturbed except 
by the vote of the people. Senator Jones, ex- 
plaining that he was a resident of the south 
park district, admitted that the park taxes 
which were secured on the First ward as- 
pessment, were the bone of contention, and 
that the people of the district were unwilling 
to share them with the other parks. 

“ At that,” he said, “‘ the legal committee 
of the charter convention went over this 
subject thoroughly and came to the conclu- 
sion that a special referendum in the south 
park district would not be neceseary.” 

Senator Schmitt of the Twenty-fifth ward, 
said that in his opinion, the special referen- 
Gum should not be allowed. 

“I do not care what the law may be,” he 
said, *“‘ we can take the question as a matter 
of public policy. It is against public policy 
to allow the residents of one portion of the 
city the opportunity to block the entire 
scheme of charter legislatio#. I should pre- 
fer to take a chance with the courts after- 
wards.” | 

It finally was decided to lay the matter 
over for further discussion and the commit- 
tee, proceeding to a section by section con- 
sideration of the bill, adopted the consolida- 
tion feature. ! 


Denies Opposition to Bill. 


Mr. Hollett was extremely careful in his 
arguments not to say that there is any op- 
position to the hill on the part of the south 
park board, but there was sufficient to arouse 
the belief in the committee that the vital 
portion of the charter might be killed by a 
special vote in one section of the city where 
financial consi ttions might lead a ma- 
jority to vote against the measure. 

The committee In further consideration of 
the bill voted to restore the party circle to 
municipal ballots and to raise the 


‘committee to get the bill on the calendar in 
the next few days if possible, and it must be 
placed there soon if the legislature is to carry 
out its avowed purpose of adjourning May 11. 

The house committee also was busy with 
the bill tonight and took action seriously af- 
fecting the measure. It struck out the pri; 
mary law section providing for the nomina- 
tion of candidates by a thirty-five per cent 
plurality and inserted in its stead the sen~- 
ate primary law. 

The committee also eliminated the provis- 
ion which would have given a salary to mem- 
bere of the board of education, and made 
changes in the civil service provisions, large- 
ly increasing the exemptions from the merit 
law. Under the amendments one chief clerk 
and a stenographer in each department and 
|} all men who handle money would be outside 
the operation of the law. 

It is evident from the committee work thus 
far that the’ bill, ds it finally gets into the 
legislature, will be radically different from 
the measure as drafted by the charter con- 
vention and brought to Springfield.

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HOUSE PASSES DRAINAGE BILI— 
MORE FUNDS FOR BOARD. 
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Measure Which Will Enable Sanitary 
District to Get Money for Calumet 
and Evanston Connections Goes 


and Chiperffeld—Senate Expected to 
Follow Lead of House.

Springfield, Ili., April 30.—[Special.]—By 
@ vate of 90 to 27 the house today passed the 
sanitary district bill increasing the revenue 
of the board to give it funds for the building 
of the Calumet and Evanston connections 
and make possible the closing up of the laat 
sourceg of contamination in Chicago's water 
supply, 

Repn tative Smejkal of Chicago took 
charge of the measure in the house after the 
sanitary district measures had been blocked 
in the senate, and, with the aid. of Repre- 
sentative Chiperfield, succeeded in putting 
it through in spite of considerable democratic 
opposition. 

When Mr. Smejkal called the bill up for 
passage there were objections and the rules 
had to be suspended'to permit its considera- 
tion. Later it became appa that the 
Gemocratic opponents were endeavoring to 
confuse the issue by attacking ther meas- 
ure providing for a three mile extension 
through Joliet and ignoring the bill which 
was up for passage. | 


Obstacles Cleared Away. 


Mr, Smejkal and Mr. Chiperfield cleared up 
this confusion by explaining the real purpose 
of the measure under consideration, and aft- 
er litthe difficulty was met» If it can be 
put through the senate the bill will remove 
the ,000 bonds limitation now prevent- 
ing the further issuance of bonds and the 
Loard can secure $2,500,000 in this way. 

It/ also will increase the tax levy from % 
per cent to 1 per cent and make $2,000,000 
more available in taxes. Furthermore, the 
bill removes the limit to $5,000 for attorneys’ 
salaries and gives the district the right to 
acquire property for corporate purposes, the 
last grant of it being intended to secure 
cocks. 

‘The sanitary trustees have found them- 
selves obstructed at nearly every turn in 
their efforts to secure legislation this session, 
and it was only when they turned their atten- 
tion to the house and endeavored to work 
through'the substitute measure that they met 
with any success. The bill passed today rep- 
resents the simplest desires of the board in 
their simplest form. It has cut out all ofthe 
deep waterway provision, which was to have 
extended the canal three miles into Lake 
Joliet, and will have no effect on dam No. 1, 
on which the Economy Power and Light com- 
pany depends for its existence. The bill wags 
stripped of everything except its light run- 
ning clothes, and even in this form it had to 
sprint lively. 


Federal Consent Still Lacking. 


The sanitary district st!li lacks federal con- 
pent to the turning of the waters of the Calu- 
met river into the main canal and Gov. 
Deneen, with President McCormick of the 
panitary district board and Chief Engineer 
Isham Randolph, will go to Washington this 
jweek, probably on Thursday, to talk with 

Secretary Taft relative to this. The engineer- 
ing department of the federal government al-

Vagrant Bill Passed. 

Some of the Chicago measures in which the 
lobby is interested received favorable treat- 
ment during the day. The senate pasped 
Senator Cruikshank’s bill extending the 
power to arrest vagrants without warrant to 
the bailiffs of the Municipal court and giving 
the Municipal court judges the authority to 
impose punishment. This bill is wanted by 
the new city administration and by the mu- 
nicipal judges, as well, it being thought that 
with it in effect it will be easier to rid the city 
of an undesirable, if not dangerous, class. 

Senator Ettelaon’s committee on parks and 
boulevards took favorable actioin on the four 
house bills“which are intended to carry out 
the scheme for connecting the north and 
south side park systems.

Solon Wins by Mandamus Suit. 


The mandamus was granted by the Cir- 
cuit court, and the result was another exam- 
ination in which Solon was confirmed in his, 
place. He was discharged by the commis- 
sion afterwards for what it thought suffi- 
cient cause, but himself procured a writ/of 
mandamus ordering the commission to put 
him back at work. There has been a dispute 
between him and the commission about the 
matter ever since.

The court held that the commis- 
sion. was right in ordering an original exam- 
ination on the ground that under the class- 
ification in.the department the assistant 
superintendent of streets and the clerk for 
street and alley cleaning are the only ones 
entitled to take a promotional examination, 
and under the law that is notenough.

Language of the Court, 


“It appears from the statement of ad- 
mitted facts,’’ says the Appellate court, “‘that 
the assistant superintendent of streets is the 
superior of the ward superintendents, who 
are under his charge in matters other than 
street cleaning and garbage removal, in 
which niatters they receive instructions from 
the assistant superintendent in charge of 
street and alley cleaning. 

“If in fact ward superintendents were 
members of the next lower rank, competitive 
examination among them for the office in con- 
troversy would be required, but under the 
classification adopted they are not so next 
in rank.’’

Speakers Agree That Almost Any Means 
of Getting Names in Newspapers 
Will Reach Desired Result.

ATTORNEYS CLOSE TESTIMONY 
AND BEGIN SPEECHES. 


Shown That Speculating Began After 
Diagrams Were Abolished—Asser- 
tion Made That Change of System 
Was Merely to Save Time — Mr. 
Frank Makes First Statement to 
Judge Fake and Maclay Hoyne Will

That theater tickets formerly were sold 
successfully by practically all Chicago thea- 
ters on the “ diagram ”’ plan, as provided in 
the anti-speculating ordinance, and that tick- 
et speculating did not make its appearance 
until the diagram plan of sales was aban- 
doned, were points brought out by the prose- 
cution yesterday in the trial of theater man- 
agers and “ brokers” before Judge Fake in 
the Harrison street Municipal court. 

This line of testimony was wrung from 
R. E. Harmeyer, manager of the Studebaker 
theater, on cross examination by Attorney 
Maclay Hoyne for the city. Harmeyer testi- 
fied that the diagram plan was abandoned 


six years ago after it had been in operation } 


nearly fifteen years. 

Harmeyer, who was called to the witness 
stand by Attorney Percy B. Eckhart for the 
defense, was the only witnese examined dur- 
ing the session. With his testimony both 
sides closed, and arguments for the defense 
were begun by Attorney Herman Frank late 


in the afternoon. 


Ticket Selling with Diagrams, 

On the direct examination conducted by 
Attorney Dckhart, Harmeyer testified that 
he had sold tickets on the diagram plan at 
both the old Central Music hall and the old 
Columbia theater. 

“In your experience as a theatrical man 
did you ever seil tickets by charts or dia- 
grams?” asked Attorney Eckhart. 

“ Yes, sir; diagrams were in use in Chicago 


theaters during probably fourteen or fifteen 


years,”’ answered Harmeyer. 

‘‘ When were they abandoned?” 

*“ About six years ago, I think,” said the 
witness. 

“Was there any good reason why the 
charts or diagrams were abandoned?” con- 
tinued the attorney. 

“We had to abandon them because It took 
too much time to sell tickets that way," said 
Harmeyer. 

‘‘ How long did it take to sell a ticket on the 
diagram plan?’ 

“Tt took one-half minute to sell each 
ticket,” responded the witness with sur- 
prising alacrity. ‘‘ The people refused to wait 
and went away because we could not serve 
them fast enough.”’ 

“ How many tickets a minute can you sell 
without the diagram?’ 

“Twenty tickets a minute,” said the wit- 
ness. 

Harmeyer then stated that it would be 
necessary to open several ticket windows in 
each playhouse and employ an increased 
number of ticket sellers and markers if the 
diagram section of the ordinance were to be 


obeyed.

Carrington and Stirrup refused to make any 
statement until they ha en their counsel, 
Samuel Untermyer, chi counsel for the 
policy holders’ committee.

Offense of Accused Men. 

In a general way the charge against the 
three “conspirators”’ is that just prior to 
the New York Life election on Dec. 18 they 
had in their possession a large number of 
ballots for the policy holders’ committee 
ticket which were not in proper form to be 
counted, and that they altered the defec- 
tive ballots so as to make them comply with 
the requirements of the insurance law ahd 
put them in shape to be counted at the elec- 
tion. It is charged all this was done with- 
out the consent of the policy holder who 
signed the ballot, and in many instances 
without his knowledge at all. 

Scrugham and Stirrup were released on bail 
of $3,000 each. Scrugham was put on a late 
train at Albany tonight and will reach here 
early in the morning. 

Mr. Untermeyer, when asked for a state- 
ment tonight, said: 

“I know nothing of the case except what 
I have heard from newspaper men. It looks 
to me much like a cry of ‘ Stop thief’ on the 
part of the companies knowing that many 
ballots were forged by their agents. Mr. 
Scrugham acted for the distinguished mem- 
bers of the committee as a public service, 
without pay, ang will, I have no doubt,. be 
able'to explain everything.”’ 

The fact that the bail in the. cages of the 
two international committee clerks, who are 
charged merely with misdemeanor, was fixed 
at $3,000, while only $1,000 bail was asked of 
New York Life Agent Frank, who confessed 
to 150 forgeries, which is felony, has created 
considerable comment. 

Mr. Howe of the district attorney’s office 
says that within three days before the New 
York Life election Stirrup, Carrington, and 
Scrugham conspired to fix-up the ballots so 
the election inspectors might be deceived, and 
count for the policy holders’ ticket ballots 
which were not entitled to be counted. 

All this information, he says, he got from 
Mr. Lawshe, who was chairman of the in- 
spéectors, and three women—Miss Anna Ma- 
son, .Miss Evelyn Miles, and Mrs. Francis 
Goldsmith, who were employed by the com- 
mittee and by Stirrup himself.

WEALTHINSIGHT STARVES 


FORMER CHICAGOAN LOSES LIFE 
ON DEATH VALLEY CLAIM. 


Burning Sand Eaten While Lost in 
Desert. Gradually Kille Gold Seek- 
er, Who Has Staked Out Valuable 
Mines—Refuses to Leave Claim and 
Seek Medical Aid—Partner Coming 
Here to Look for the Widow, Who 
Is Rich. 


Ios Angeles, Cal., April 80.—[Special.]— 
John lL. Morgan, formerly of Chicago, pos- 
sessed of wealth enough to keep him in 
luxury, has starved to death on the desert 
of Death Valley. 

Morgan’s death occurred at Furnace Creek 
last Thursday. The story was brought to 
San Bernardino today by Walter Adama, 
Morgan’s partner. For more than a year the 


men have been prospecting on the border 


of Death Valley. Last summer they were 
lost and’ suffered agonies from thirst and 
hunger before being rescued. During that 
period Morgan ate the deadly “burning 
sand "’ of the desert. 


Feared to Leave His Claims. 

He suffered periodically from the effects 
of the hardships sustained during that time 
and finally reached euch a condition that he 
could not eat. Adame begged and pleaded 
with him to heave the forsaken country and 
geek medical treatment, but Morgan was al- 
ways fearful that prospectors would jump 
his claims. He had been actually dying for 
@ month, though able to walk about, but 
coulé not eat without terrible suffering after- 


ward, 

** We had between us an interest in a group 
of. twelve. claims,:. for which we have been 
offered $50,000 cash. Morgan figured his 
claims would make him a millionaire and 
would not sell.’’ 

When. he was dying he wanted to eat, but 
could not,.and tears coursed down his sunken 
cheeks, Adams says. A physician who 
reached him finally diagnosed his ailment 
as tuberculosis of the bowels, caused by eat- 
ing the sand when crazed from lack of water. 


Seeks Widow in Chicago. 

Adams is now on his way to Chicago to find 
the widow of his dead partner. “Thetwo men 
met first a yearago. They had beaten their 
way to California. During the time that Mor- 
gan was wandering through the sands lost, 
he informed Adams that his wife lived in Chi- 
cago. 

Morgan made his partner swear that if he 
died without seeing his wife Adams was to 
take to her Morgan’s last farewell. 

Adams hopes to be able to obtain the con- 
sent of the widow to a sale of the mining prop- 
erty, and if this can be arranged he says he 
will never return to the desert again.

Committee Named by President. 

The resolution, which was adopted unani- 
mously, was proposed by Dr. B. F. Bailey of 
Nebraska. It follows: 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed, 
of which the president and secretary shall be mem- 
bers, whose duty it shall be to secure all data possi- 
ble concerning the medica] colleges of the country 
and to report at the next meeting of the confedera- 
tion with recommendations looking to the better 
control of the colleges by the states in which they 
are situated. 

In accordance with the resolution Presi- 
dent W. A. Spurgeon appointed the following 
committee: Dr. W. A. Spurgeon, Indiana; 
Dr. B. D. Harison, Michigan; Dr. B. F. 
Bailey, Nebraska; Dr J. B. Stephens, Wis- 
consin; Dr. A. H. Hamel, Missouri. 

A striking éielight on existing conditions 
was afforded by Dr. Harison, secretary of 
the confederation, who said it costs the state 
universities $500 a year for every medical 
student who graduated from their colleges, 
while numbers of inferior colleges are offer- 
ing to do the same work for $100 a year. 

Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals of Rush Medical 
college, said only six out of the 150 medical 
colleges in the country are absolutely what 
they ought to be. 


Views on Cigaret Smoking. 

Incidental to the meeting of the confedera- 
tion an interesting statement was made by 
Dr. Harison in regard to the agitation 
against cigaret emoking. Dr. Harison is 
secretary of the Michigan state board of 
medical examiners, is well known as an ex- 
pert in ineanity, and is also a trustee of the 
United States Hospital for Insane at Wash- 
ington. 
“T have emoked cigarets for thirty-two 
years,” said Dr. Harison, “and I have not 
yet noticed any serious results. Of course, 
I do not recommend tobacco in any form, but 
as far as the evil reeults of the habit are 
concerned there is a great deal of nonsense 
said and printed. These stories of men going 
insane through smoking cigarets are all 
poppycock.”’ 


CONGRESSMAN IN GRAFT DEAL? 


Witness Refuses to Answer Questions 
Before the Pennsylvania Capitol 
Investigation. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April —Testimony in- 
volving the name of a ngressman was 
given this afternoon at the examination by 
the capitol commission of ex-Representative 
S. Marshall Williams.of Pittsburg, who is 
alleged to have accepted $10,000 to keep quiet 
after he had been refused by John H. Sander- 
son of Philadelphia, general contractor for 
the capitol furnishings, a share of the $2,000,- 
000 award for electrical fixtures.

DAYS KAISER 15 FOR PEACE 


BUELOW REGARDS BIG STICK AS 
HELPFUL, HOWEVER. 


Imperial Chancellor in Speech in the 
Reichstag Asserts That Way to 
Prevent War Is to Be Prepared to 
Fight—Germany Will Take No Part 
in Hague Discussion of Limitation 
eof Armaments of European and 
Other Powers. 


EDRLIN, April 30.—Chancellor Billow in 
the reichstag today said Germany would 
hold aloof in the discussion of the limitation 
of armaments at The Hague conference. He 
caid as long as there was no hope of « gat- 
isfactory solution of the question he saw no 
advantage in discussing it. 

The chancellor denied that Germany's Ge- 
cision not to take part in the discussion 
meant that she entertained a secret desire 
for war. He said the fatherland never had 
misueed its military strength and never 


being prepared for war. 

The chancellor claimed that the mere 
prospect of a disoussion of the question of 
tlie imitation of the armaments had a dis- 
quieting effect upon the international sit- 
uation. 

*“ Germany's abstention from the discussion 
of. the question does not mean,” said the 
chancellor, ‘‘that she cherishes a secret de- 
sire for war or that she is actuated by mili- 
tary ambition or other selfish motives. Other 
powers feel the same way as Germany re- 
garding the limitation proposition, and many 
friends of peace in France, Great Britain, 
Italy, and the United States think it would 
not serve the cause.of peace to give way to 
{illusions and lose sight of realities. 

" Germany hitherto has secured peace by 
keeping in readiness for war. This policy has 
been proved to be @ wise one. We never 
misused our military strength and never 
will. Many persons have advised us to take 
part in the discussion of the limitation of 
armaments in order to show Germany's good 
will. 

“Germany does not wish to prev ent other 
powers from discussing the limitation of 
armaments. If some practice) result is 
reached by such @iscussion Germany will 
conscientiously examine whether it harmo- 
nizes with the protection of her peace, with 
her national interests, and with her special! 
situation.’ 

Andrew Carnegie’s recent utterances to the 
effect that the decision between war or peace 
lies in the hands of the German emperor, 
called out a decided protest, during the de 
bate, from baron von Hertling, clerical. 


RELIEF OF FAMINE VICTIMS. 


Transport Sails for China with 4,000,- 
600 Pounds of Flour, Collected by 
Christian Herald’s Efforts. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 30.—The govern- 
ment transport Buford sailed today for Chin- 
kiang with 4,000,000 pounds of flour for the 
famine sufferers in northeastern China, con- 
tributed and collected through the effosts of 
The Christian Herald of New York. Twenty- 
five congressmen and their wives, who are 
going to Honolulu, sailed on the Buford. 


$200,000 Sent for Relief. 


Washington, D. C., April 30.—Two hun- 
dred thousand dollars, the largest contribu- 
tion for famine relief ever made in one day, 
was sent to China today by the Christian 
Herald. 


TO GET WARNING OF QUAKES. 


Wireless Telegraph Instruments Affect-

MANILA, May 1.—Earthqueke experts be- 
lieve that it is possible to be warned by wire- 
lesa telegraph eight or ten hours in advance 
of the shocks? Tests are now in progress at 
Manila as the result of observations made at 
the time of the last shock.

WAR MINISTER ASKS THE 
' (CZAR TO DISSOLVE DUMA. 


Although the Emperor Is Incensed at 
Body It Will Reassemble Again on 
May 13. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 30.—Lieut. Gen. 
Rudiger, minister of war, went to Tsarskoe 
Selo today to report to Emperor Nicholas 
concerning the incidents In the duma on 
Monday. As he is known to be furious at the 
attacks made on the army, a rumor is in 
circulation that he persuaded the emperor to 
dissolve the chamber.

ASSASSINS FAIL IN ATTEMPT 
ON GUATEMALAN PRESIDENT. 


Tunnel Is Dug Under Roadway and 
Mine Exploded as Executive in Car- 
riage Goes for Drive. 


GUATEMALA CITY, April 30.—Estrada 
Cabrera, president of Guatemala, narrowly 
escaped assassination today. He left his res- 
idence at 7:30 in the morning for his drive, 
accompanied by his staff. While passing 
along Seventh avenue, between Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets, ah explosion occurred, 
killing the horses attached to the presidential 
canriage, wounding the coachman, and injur- 
ing several staff officers, including Gen. Orel- 
lana, chief of staff. 

The president, who was not injured, dis- 
played great presence of mind. Alighting 
from the carriage, he inspected the surround- 
ings and then returned on foot to his resi- 
dence. 

A careful examination showed that the ex- 
plosion had been caused by a mine. The 
conspirators dug a tunnel from one of a group 
of houses rented by a man named Rafael 
Rodil, placed explosives under the roadway 
and connected them by a wire with abattery 
in Rodil’s house, and from there disewarged 
the mine.

“Supes” in Shaw’s Play of “Casar and 
Cleopatra’ at Powers’ Theater De- 
mand Higher Pay. 


-A detachment of. Egyptian subjects and a 
squad of Roman foot soldiers, forming part 
of Forbes Robertson's production of Bernard 
Shaw's ** Cesar and Cleopatra ’’ at Powers’ 
theater, struck for higher wages last night.

He said he would have 
hig bondsmen ready this morning and lose 
no time in taking the matter up to the Appel- 
late court. 

Burdette Wants Back Salary. . 

Burdette is demanding $270, which he says 
is due him as three months’ salary as village 
superintendent. He was removed from of- 
fice on May 24 of last year, he claims illegally, 
and practically since that time the case has 
been hanging fire in the courts. At the time 
President Munger removed Burdette from 
office, the board of trustees took Burdette’s 
side and two factions have developed, over~ 
shadowing any previous political differences 
that may have existed. In the recent elec- 
tion President Munger was reélected after 
a bitterly fought campaign. 

Equally as determined has been the legal 
battle over the three months’ salary Burdette 
claims he Is entitled to, because the board of 
trustees had failed to sanction his removal. 
He has been represented by F. B. Pease, for- 
merly village attorney, while F'.. W. Williams 
is representing Munger.

Philadelphia Wants Convention. 

- There is some talk here in Philadelphia, of 
the republican national ‘convention being. 
brought to this city next \year. It is doubt- 
ful if the loca lrepubll machine, power- 
ful though it is, will be any stronger here 
than it would be in any othér city, The munt- 
cipal administration of Philadelphia now, is 
almost as bad as it could possibly be. The 
mayor is a former congressman, ‘who wasan., 
enthusiastic follower of the old Quay ma- 
ohine. . The administration of affairs at the 
city hall is absolutely under the domination 
of Penrose and the republican machine. The 
police force is political and corrupt. 

A convention held in Philadelphia would, 
in all probability, be packed for or against 
any particular candidate, so far as the gal- 
leries are concerned.

If he has undertaken anything of the 
kind he certainly has a job on his hands, 
for Mr. Taft is not the kind of a man who 
is easily “boosted” nor is he one whom 
we have been accustomed to think of up 
to this time as needing “ boosting.” ' 
Taft has never been a poiitician, but up 
to this time a judicial or quasi judicial 
officer. His ambition has been in’ the 
direction of a place in the Supreme ceart 
of the United States rather than a seat 
in the cozy corner of.the White house.

Only those who have lived In St. Peters- 
burg can realize what the suppression of 
gambling by the police, honestly executed, 
will really mean to officialdom and to socie- 
ty. There are thousands of the great no- 
bles, of the leading statesmen, of the high- 
est dignitaries of the court, of the official 
world, of the army. of the navy, and of the 
civil administration to whom high play at 
cards is as indispensable a feature to their 
existencé as food and drink, and who will, 
if debarred therefrom, experience the same 
sense of desperation ae a morphine or co- 
caine fiend when deprived of his favorite 
drug. Moreover, the principal clubs, the so- 
called Englleh club, the Yacht club, the No- 
ble club, the Automobile club, etc., at St. 
Petersburg all exist entirely by means of 
card tables. Without them they could not 
live. Yet Gen. Dratchewsk! announces in 
the name of the cgar that if he discovers 
that cards are played there he will close up 
the clubs and prosecute the offenders 

The revofutionists until now have spared 
Emperor Nicholas, have spared his wife, 
have spared his children, although their 
lives were frequently within their reach, be- 
cause they are convinced that Nicholas 
means well, that he is imbued with lMberal 
and humane principles, arid that if he ia 
prevented from giving them freer rein than 
has been the cage. it is on account of the dis- 
loyalty and hostility of his courtiers and his 
officials.

he is honestly and earnestly seeking to help, 
but to those blue blooded and highly placed 
gamblers whose demoralizing vices he is en- 
deavoring to suppress.

Of course in writing this I am speaking 
of St. Petersburg society and of Russian 
officialdom as a whole. All are not venal, 
all are not immoral, all are not intemperate. 
Them are officials who are single minded 
and unblemished integrity. There are 
nobles who have sacrificed, and still con- 
tinue to sacrifice, their life and their fortune 
upon the altar of patriotism, without any 
hope or expectation of recognition. There 
are people of the great world who never 
touch a card, and are high principled tn their 
private life. But. alas! they constitute a 
minority sufficiently small to be unable to 
counteract the Influence of the majority, and 
too often their virtues result in their being 
relegated into the background, a striking il- 
lustration thereef being that of Count Ser- 
gius de Witte, who, with every opportunity 
within his grasp to enrich himself beyond 
the Greams of avarice, remains to this day 
quite a poor man, reduced to the obscurity 
of private life, though universally respected 
abroad.

OM Gen. Baron Otto Scholley, who has 
just died at the advanced age of &, was in- 
@ebted for his rnobillary coronet to a most 
peculiar circumstance. The last sovereign 
elector of Hesse, who lost his throne in 
1866, when his dominions were annexed by 
Prussia, absolutely declined to wed any 
woman of his own rank. He married mor- 
ganatically a girl named Gertrude Falken- 
stein, daughter of a Berlin liquor dealer, and 
who had been the wife of an officer of the 
name of Lehmann. When the elector be- 
came infatuated with Frau Lehmann her 
husband consented to step aside and to per- 
mit his wife to obtain a divorce frem him, 
so ag to enable her to become the morgan- 
atic consort of the ruler of Hesse. The lat- 
ter not only created the lady first of all 


‘ecountess of Schaumburg and afterwards 


princess of Harau. which latter title was 
inherited by the sons and daughters born 
of the union, but he aleo went go far ac to 
actually ennoble her children by her first 
husband, conferring upon them. along with 
the title of baron, the name of the old, titus- 
trious, but at that time extinct family of Von 
Scholley, besides providing them with in- 
comes for life.

THE SNOWSHOE RABBIT. 
{From Everybody's Magazine.) 

Nature has tried many means of saving her 
own from the snow death: some, like the 
woodchuck, she putg to sleep till the snows 
shall be over. Others she teaches to store 
up food and to hide—so she deals with the 
woodmouse. To still others. as the moose, 
she furnishes etilts. The last means she em- 
ploys is snow shoes. This. the simplest, most 


scientific, and best. ts the equipment of the 
snowshoe rabbit. the Wabasrso of Hiawatha | 


—a wonderful creature, born of a snow drift 
crossed with a little brown hare. 

The moose is like a wading bird of the 
shore that has stilts and can wade well for 
a space, but that soon reaches the limit be- 
yond which it is no better off than a land 
bird. But the snowshoe Is like the swimmer 
—it skims over the surface where it will, not 
caring if there be one or one thousand feet 
of the element below it. In this lies its 
strength. 

Wabasso has another name—the varying 
hare—because it varies in color with the sea- 
son; and the seasons in allits proper country 


\are of two colors, brown for six months, 


white for six. So all summer long, from 
mid-April till mid-October, the northern hare 
is a little brown rabbit. Then comes the 
snowy cold, the brown coat is quickly shed, 
a new white coat appears, the snowshoes 
gtow fuller—and the little brown hare has 


become a white hare, the snowshoe hare of 
the woods. 


WOMEN AND WORK.

» “A man’s a man for a’ that and a’ that,” 
said Burns, and so is a woman. for that 
matter. There seems to be a good deal of 
twaddle In this talk about not paying women 
as much as men. Of course when we enter 
the business world we must recognize that 
“ business is business,’’ whether we are deal- 
ing with men or women. 

Things have to be run on business princi- 
ples to succeed; but whoever can do the 
work, man or woman, ought to receive com- 
mensurate recompense. Prof. Seligman of 
Columbia university says that “ the remu- 
neration of women ts ordinarily lower than 
that of men even when the work accom- 
plished seems to be the same. The economic 
reasons for this are obvious and well under- 
stood.” 

We fall to see how there can be any just 
reason in this, when the work accomplished 
is the same. A woman who does as much 
and as* good a gerade of work as a 
man is entitled to as much pay for it as 
the man gets. and {t would take a long and 
sinuous argument, it seems to us, to make a 
fair minded person see it otherwise. The 
“economic reasons” involved, and which 
are “ obvious and well understood,” seem to 
be nothing more nor less than Innate stingt- 
ness of the worst sort where for equal 
amount and quality of work a woman is 
denied as much pay as a man simply because 
she is a woman.

BLIND MAN, BANK VICTIM, 
IS EVICTED IN THE. RAIN. 


Landlord Puts Out Old Sebastian Gres- 
zer, Whom Generous Readers of 
The Tribune Aided Three 
Years Ago. 


Sebastian Greszer, 65 years old and blind, 
together with a few pieces of household 
furniture, wet through by the cold rain, was 
found early yesterday morning by Police- 
man Burns of the Twenty-second street sta- 
tion on the sidewalk in front of 357 Twenty- 
third street. The aged man had been evicted 
by the owner of the house in which Greszer 
had lived for eight years. 

After trying in vain to persuade the lend- 
lord, John Grecco, to permit him to spend 
the night in the house, not knowing where 
to turn for ald, the old man wrapped him- 
self up in bed clothes, intending to spend 
the night on the street. When the police 
man found him Greszer was shivering with 
cold. He was taken to the police station, 
where he told his story to Capt. Harding.

“We investigated the case,” said Capt. 
Harding. “The landlord said that he had 
been trying to get the old man to move out 
of the house for more than a month, but 
the latter refused to go. We made applica- 
tion today for him to enter the state home for 
the blind, at Marshall boulevard and Nine- 
teenth street.” 

Greszer lost his savings—something over 
$1,000—in the Schumacher bank, which until 
it failed three years ago, was at Blue Island 
avenue and West Twelfth street. The story of 
his misfortune aroused much public sympa- 
thy, and through THe TrIBUNB about $600 
was contributed for the old man, and depos- 
ited in the Union Trust and Savings bank. 
Greszer has received $15 monthly of 
this money. About $120 of HK remains 
to his credit. He was not evicted for 
failing to pay his rent, but simply because 
the landlord wanted to use the rooms,

Greszer lost his sight thirty-nine years 
ago, when he was accidentally shot by a 


drunken man. He has lived in Chicago forty 
years. Before coming to America he won 
high honors in the German army as a sharp- 
shooter. He says he has a wife and son, the 
latter named Charles, living on the west 
side, but he has not heard from them for 
ten years. 


PRIVATE AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS.

Suppose Jack entered in the local high 
school, and was making the best of his life 
there. Just what place in the eum ard the 
round of his daily interests would his home 
be likely to hold? I believe, brother, that 
there is more than a chance that the boy 
would presently bé thinking of his home as 
a base of supplies, a refuge in which to sleep 
and eat; or, saddest of all, a place from which 
to escape, with bungling excuses or in open 
mutiny—perhaps into the streets. Where 
young life Is to be found, there, if he is worth 
his salt, will Jack be found. You cannot 
check the tendency, even if you are foolish 
and wrong headed enough to try. And this 
may mean that Jack will prefer to spend his 
time after school houre away from his 
father’s house with the boys—and the giris 
—of his school acquaintance, here and there, 
up and down the city. Blame him? Cer- 
tainly not. But Jack ts not the sort of boy 
to get into mischief? My point is only that 
under frequent. conditions he may look on 
his home and the presence of his father and 
mother as a place of and a means t re- 
straint more or less irksome, not as—well, 
what we are all pretty well agreed home 
ought to mean. 

A tendency to homesickness, and a sharp 
attack of that malady, are no bad things for 
boys of 18; and the recovery is such a happy 
affair! ‘* Only five weeks more to vacation,” 
wrote honest Jack right In the middle of the 
football seagon. ‘“‘ Only five weeks before 
I'm home again—home!” sighed the longing 
heart, weary of the new problems to be found 
in the world, tired even in the midst of the 
new happiness. ‘‘ Home again, where father 
is, and mother—espccially mother, I guess.” 

Not at all a destruction or a stultifying of 
what is called “‘ home influence” is the life 
of the first clase boarding school, nor should 
it alm at providing a substitute for such in- 
fluence. There is no substitute for home— 
real, home—is there? How quixotic or how 
specious is any promise to provide one! No, 
indeed; things work out quite differently. 
Elther the school provides a corrective for 
an unfortunate “ home influence,” which is 
good, or, which is best, it is a means, as in 
the case of little Jack and a thousand more 
like him, of making “ home influence” the 
sweeter and subtler by enduring it with the 
sanctity all those things possess which we 
long for, but attain to rarely. Not a means 
of separating Jack from his father; rather, 
a means of bringing them more closely to- 
gether.
